who differ only from the eſtabliſhr Church - Government, in 
matters of Church Policie and Circumſtances thereof; or 
in Rites of Worſhip, and yet agree with the eſtablimmt 
Church in all the Articles of Faith, cortain'd in the Con- 
_ Teſhion of Faith, ſworn to and own d by our fir Reformers 
nem Popery, and e and enabliſhed by our Laws 
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\ and Akts of Parliament, in the Reign of King James the 
| fixth. I ſay, if to grant Toleration or Indulgence to ſuch, 
in the years betwixt 1661. and 1688. was. Piety; how. is.

Pray, ſome ſhadow of reaſon 
for this conjefture ? for men of as great experience and 
knowledge of the Nation think otherwiſe; and I give this 
amongſt other Reaſons, that Diſſenters will be. more quiet 
and leſs Troubleſome when they have Liberty, & ate free from 
perſecution, than v hen they are reſtrained or Impri ſoned 
tar Preaching. For, Nota, their Arguments ſtrike againſt 
all Liderty to Diſſenters, for publick Worſhip; now 
believe this who liſt; Confirmatzr from experience; what 
 Troyble orDiſcord is there now in IndulgedPariſhes:Itstrue, 
the Presbyterians, or the Queens Adyocat in their Name, 
may vex them for exercing their Worſhip.
